On 10/23/59, JAMES WEINSTEIN was 
interviewed by SAS DOUGLAS L. BURAU and WILLIAM E. 
POLKNER. 



After the Bureau’s jurisdiction in matters 
concerning the Internal security of the US was 
explained to WEINSTEIN, he agreed to discuss his 
activities, but was adamant in his decision to 
refuse to discuss the activities of others. 

WEINSTEIN was very vague in discussing 
his activities with regard to -dates and places and 
club names, apparently fearful that he would 
disclose the identities of his associates.

VTEINSTEIN stated he joined the LYL in 
approximately 1950, "while in New York", and at 
one time held -the position of Organiiiational Secretary 
of New York County -LYL, He could not or would not 
recall dates this office was held, or explain The 
exact dates. 


The subject advised he joined the CP in 
approximately 1953 and attended club meetings on 
the Lower Bast Side on practically a monthly basis. 

With regard to exact location and business / 

discussed at ttla meeting WEINSTEIN would not elabo-rate. 
He could not recall any offices held in the CP, 
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It Is to be noted the subject, during 
the Interview, Implied that he considered the LYL 
an Integral part of the CP and not a separate 
organization, even though some others did. 

According to WEINSTEIN the overthrow 
of the US Oovemraent by force was not advocated 
the CP organization; however, there were some 
Individual members who did. He further stated the 
CP, USA, Never admitted to dominance by the USSR, but 
in his opinion In practice it, the CP, USA, was 
controlled by the USSR, 

WEINSTEIN stated he withdrew from '' 

CP and LYL activity in approximately 1956. He stated 
he never took any formal steps' in withdrawing, but 
Just became Inactive. He gave as the reason, for 
the withdrawal, "politick diagreement. WEINSTEIN 
stated he considers the CP a defunct organization. 

WEINSTEIN was questioned regarding 
subscription to the "Daily Worker" which he denied. 
After further questioning he admitted subscribing 
to "The Worker" as late as 195^. He stated he had 
not been approached by anyone since that time with 
regard to renewal; however, he subsequently stated 
he had received correspondence in this effort. 

Throughout the interview, WEINSTEIN 
continued to state he would not discuss others and 
he stated if any information concerning his wife 
(JACLYN CRONICK WEINSTEIN, Bureau* file 100-411662; 
a current Security Index subject of the NYO) was 
desired, she would have to give the information.

As it was believed the subject had 
discussed his activities as far as he intended to 
at that time, the interview was concluded. 

The subject was asked If he would 
consider discussing his activities further on a 
subsequent date. He stated he might, and ’*raay 
change his mind about others".

However, Subject *s activities 
and connections as ascertained to date do not meet Security 
Index criteria, and no reconunendation is being made to include 
him on the El at this time. Upon coverage of New York lead 
and in the absence of any pertinent developments arising there- 
from, Milwaukee will close this case subject to reopening 
should Subject’s future activities make it advisable. In the 
meantime, it is anticipated that Subject’s pertinent activities 
will be covered in the continuing investigation of ’’Studies 
on the Left,” an active security case in the Milwaukee Office. 
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Careful consideration has been given to each 
source concealed | and T symbols were ui^ilized only in those 
instances where the identities of the sources must be 
concealed.

John P. Roche tells us in the preface 
10 Otis book that it was originally com- 
missioned as a chapter for a larger 
work on Communist infiltration, but 
that Professor Record's unexpectedly 
lengthy manuscript so impressed his 
editors that they rushed it into print 
as a ^k. They. rushed in Ac wrong 
direction. Even as a chapter. Record's 
material would probably have been 
Redundant and superficial. How often. 
In day and age, do we have to 
be reminded of “Ac American CP's 
subservience to Ae Soviet Union and 
• • . .Ae incidental character of its 
concern wiA racial matters*’? Certain- 
ly not on every fif A or sixA page. 

Pace and Radicalism teaches us 
nothing about ehher, alAough it is 
brimful of facts concerning Ae sinis- 
ter twists and turns of Ae Communist 
Party since 1919. and Ae steady, ad- 
mirable efforts of Ae NaaCP to im- 
prove Ae lot of Ae Negro within Ae ‘ 
context of liberal capitalism while 
shrewdly avoiding contamination by 
^ Ae “radical’* party. The latest volume 
in Ae series on Communism to Ameri- 
can Life, sponsored by The Fund for 
Ae Republic. Record’s book is at least 
consistent wiA most books in Ae 
series published to date. It is heavily 
descriptive; its point of view is en- 
tirely predictable; it fails to examine 
Ae social context to which its sub- 
jects act; it is filled wiA unexamined 
judgments and ideological assertions; 
it is dull. The only partial exceptions 
to Ais composite characterization of 
Ae series are Theodore Draper's two 
books on Ae early years of American 
communism, which have Ae faults 
listed but are also extrem^y va!-.tible 
works of research. boA pain5ta..ing 
and accurate; and Clinton Rossiter's 
delicious spoof: Marxism: The View 
from America^ which Is so densely 
uninfonned and so delishcfully pom- 
pous and trivia] as to wtrr;.:.? a cate- 
gory all its owri.

In- 
deed, Record goes so far as to tdl 
us Aat “Ae NAACP and Ae CP hav« 
m^kedly different historical xoots. 
The former was organized in 1909, 
eight years before Ae BolAevik Revo^ 
lution and a decade before Ae tot^ 
tured bIrA of Ae CPUSA.“ Moreover, 
Ac NAACP was never *Ted by people 
WiA binding commitments 10 either 
a Socialist or a Communist interna- 
tional apparatu«.“ This last tiuA, how- 
ever, could only have been told to 
obscure Ae fact Aat among Ae 
NAACP's outstanding founders and 
eariy leaders were many Socialisu: 
Charles Edward Russell, William Engl 
IIA Walling, Mary Ovington White, 
Florence Kelly, and even W. E. B. Du 
Bois. who was a party member until 
1012. It is true, of course. Aat after 
1916 Ae NAACP drifted away from 
Socialist influence and Aat its early 
history was unencumbered by contact 
wiA Communl$:s, and for Ais we are 
all to pat Ae Association on Its head. 


Record's simple-mindedness ex- 
tends beyond his account pf Ae Com- 
munists and goes to Ae core of Ae 
political and ideologioal proUems of 
Ae Negro movement to the United 
States. He views Ac Black Narionalkt 
tendencies of Ae Garvey movement In 
Ae early 1920s and Ae Black Muslims 
today enAely in terms of Aeir riv^ry 
WiA Ae NAACP and. Aerefore. ms 
villains. First, Record informs us that 
Ac NAACP was -handicapped In Ae 
early 1920s by “extremist . groups 
operating among boA whites and' 
Negroes." On Ae white side was Ae 
Ku Klux- Klan, one of whose chief 
targets "in addition to CaAolics. Jcw«, 
'foreigners,* was Negroes— and 
Ae NAACP." (No kidding!) But, "ms 
if this were not enough," Ac NAACP 
came under attack from Ae Gorroy 
movement, too. Then follows a le- 
counting of come facts about Garvey

History , like life, is almost endlessly 
complex. In order to make sense of 
it Ae historian, like the social critic, 
must select his facte, identify trends 
and find order by evaluating Ae rela- 
tive imporunce of his data. To daitfy 
and make ooherem Ae events of Ae 
past, however, requires an apprecU-" 
tton of its complexity. A historian can 
easily conclude Aat Ae NAACP bet- 
ter answered Ae needs of Ae Negro 
people to Ae United States Aan did 
Ae Communist Party to Ae years ftom 
1919 to 1964. But to present every- 
Aing Ae Communists did simply as 
a cynical maneuver to capture un-. 
witting support for Ae Soviet Union, 
and everyAing Ae NAACP did as Ae 
heat possible under Ae circumstances, 
is to make a caricature of history and 
to obscure its relevance to Ae presenL 
An examine is Record's treatment 
of Ae roles of Ae NAACP and Ae 
CP to Ae Scottsfaoro cose.

Negroes With Cunt was edited by 
Marc Schleifer: Tve heard the tapes 
from wMch he worked and he has put 
them together in a readaUe manner. 
The book includes excerpts from an 
ardde and a speech by Martin Luther 
King, who rejects Williams’ position 
on the grounds that there are alterna- 
tives besides submissiveness and 
guns, as wdl as because “there is 
more power in socially organized 
masses on die march than there is h: 
guns in the hands of a few desperate' 
men.“ There is also a statement by 
author Truman Nelson, who supports 
Williams over King, and photographs. 

Williams' presence in Cuba tt^ay 
has clouded the Issue raised by bis 
tactics and philosophy with coid-war 
politics. It is also unfortunate that the 
facade of this book — its sensational- 
sounding title and the American 
Minuteman on the covo- — is perhaps 
too much of St bamp. The definitive 
history of Monr^ and Williams has 
y^ to be written, but Negroes With' 
Guns remains a personal statement 
of great significance. > 

James Boggs’s The Americah 
Revolution is not abrut the rights 
movement per se. It is a rambling 
series of brilliant and startling In- 
sights into the American past and the 
probable American future. Boggs, who 
contributed to the recent Triple Revo- 
lution statement, is a radical’s radi- 
cal. He starts from an assumption 
that the American power elite Is in- 
nately evil, and he is not addre .ng 
people who might think other vise. 
Nor does he expect much irom 
gxxnips which are supposed to be ap>. 
plying pressure, whedier the AFL-CIO, 
NAACP or Marxists.

troit (where Boggs works in an auto ' 
factory) and Chicago, which have over 
20 per cent unemployment, such con- 
flict seems almost loidcaL 

Though some of his premises and 
condusions are Mandat, Boggs sees 
convention^' American Marxism as 
Suffering from crippling misconcep- 
tions. the most important of which is 
expressed in die old slogan, "Black ' 
and White, Unite and Fight." Ihere • . 
is little evidence that white workers 
anywhere in America are at aB in- / 
terested in forming a united firont 
with Negro workers. 

In Boggs’s view— « now familiar 
one — the unemployment produced by 
automation, combined with social revo- 
lutionary movemenrts here and abroad, 
will bring about die American Revo- 
lution. He sees no realization of 
Negro goals within the present limits 
oi our society; the Negro' revolution . 
is Inherently, by definition, a move- 
ment toward a classless society.

In 1959, he was interviewed by the FBI 
and stated he had been a member of the Comniunist Party from about 1953 to 1956, when 
he withdrew because of political disagreement. He is reflected in Bufiles as a member 
of the editorial board of ’’Studies on the Left” which is described as a quarterly publicdion in 
New York dedicated to the leftist point of view, Bufiles also reflect that various editorial 
board members of this publication have been identified either as active members of the 
Communist Party or having, participated in the activities of the Labor Youth League which 
has been designated as subversive pursuant to Executive Order 10450, ^ 

When the forged Brady letters first appeared in South America, we 
determined that we do not have an Agent named Thomas A. Brady. A clerk, Thomas 
Anthony Brady, terminated in 9-46, ajid an Agent, Thomas Aquinas Brady, terminated 
in 2-47. We have had no other employees with this name. State Department, after 
checking with us, authorized U. S. Embassies in South America to deny authenticity of 
Brady letters and state that neither Mr, Hoover nor anyone else in the U. S. Government 
wrote them. Correspondent only inquires about the 4-15-64 letter which purports to 
congratulate Brady and indicate participation by the Bureau and CIA in an operation 
called ’’Overhaul" in Brazil. ^ ^
